THE bitter family feud over the 
care of Alzheimer's-stricken Glen 
Campbell is headed before a judge! 

Two of the Rhinestone Cowboy 
singer's eight children, Debby 
Campbell-Cloyd and Travis Campbell, 
filed court documents charging the 
country legend's fourth wife, Kim, 
has neglected Glen. They also claim 
she is preventing his kids from see- 
ing the star at his nursing home. 

The children are asking the court 
to appoint conservators and a 
guardian to oversee their dad's 
medical care and finances. 

"I don't know that Kim has ever 
gotten along well with Debby or 
Travis," says a friend of the family. 
"But Glen loves all his children - 
period." 

Debby was upset when Kim, 56, 
moved Glen into a long-term facility 
last June - without even telling his 
kids. 

"It's really sad when you find 
out your parent has been put in 
a facility...and you have to read 
about it rather than hearing it from 
his wife," Debby fumed at the time. 


She insisted her father should 
spend his final days "surrounded 
by loved ones at home" rather than 
in an institutional facility. 

But Kim, who has three kids with 
Glen, replied, "It is crushingly sad to 
see him afflicted with Alzheimer's. 
But indulging those feelings does not 
help him. I am his wife, and no one

wants him home more than I do." 

In court papers, Debby, 58, and 
Travis, 49, charge Kim is not providing 
their 78-year-old father with 
toiletries and clothing, fails to visit 
him on a regular basis and may be 
mishandling his finances. They also 
contend she's keeping Glen "seclud- 
ed from the rest of his family." 

And Debby objects to Kim allowing

mentally-challenged Glen to be 
interviewed and filmed while at the 
Nashville facility. 

"A lot of people think Debby and 
Travis are being vindictive toward 
Kim, but they just want to be part 
of taking care of him," says the 
family friend. "With the bad blood, 
the court may be their only alter- 
native for getting that." 

Campbell revealed he was bat- 
tling Alzheimer's in June 2011 
before embarking on a farewell 
tour documented by the film I'll Be 
Me. The movie included the heart- 
breaking ballad I'm Not Gonna Miss 
You, a love song he wrote to Kim 
that was nominated for an Oscar 
and won a Grammy. 

But as the once-vibrant entertainer 
spirals ever downward, his family 
continues to fight over him. 

"Kim is the one who's been 
by Glen's side for more than 30 
years," says the friend. "She fully 
believes she's doing the best pos- 
sible by her husband, not only in 
making him happy but also pre- 
serving his legacy for his fans."

And a source adds the R&B 
star is “not happy” about the 
project. 

Bobby’s nephew, Jerod 
Brown, also refuses to get in- 
volved with the series, which is 
being shot as a pilot that will be 
shopped to a network. 

Bobbi Kristina was found by 
a friend submerged in a bath- 
tub on Jan. 31. 

As GLOBE reported in the 
Feb. 23 issue, she had been un- 
derwater for several minutes 
and “was left with very little 
brain activity.” 

Her condition was 
grim, say sources. 

Doctors tried to 
bring her out of a 
medically induced 
coma. But she suf- 
fered seizures and 
the attempt failed. 

Anguished family 
members have been 
at her side constant- 
ly, praying for her 
recovery. 

But the man she 

claimed was her hus- 
band, Nick Gordon, has been 
banned by Brown, who insists 
there is no marriage certificate. 

Now, Whitney’s fans are livid 
over the transparent attempt 
by Brown’s family members 
to cash in on Bobbi Kristina’s 
heartbreak. They vow to shun 
the show. 

“I wouldn’t waste my time 
watching it, because this is 
as sick as they can get - and 
greedy too,” says an Internet 
post. 

Rages another post, “Repre- 
hensible, these aren’t people, 
they’re degenerates, the lowest 
of the low.”

Charles continued cover-up ordered

Q ueen Elizabeth is reeling 
with shock and outrage 
over scandalous charges 
a member of the Royal 
Family was a traitorous 
turncoat who supported 
Hitler and the Nazis - and her 
beloved father and her eldest son 
covered up the shame.

• Elizabeth’s uncle King Edward 
VIII, who shamefully abdicated 
the Throne to marry American 
divorcee Wallis Simpson, idol- 
ized Hitler and hoped Germany 
would bomb England to its knees 


during World War n. 

• Elizabeth’s father, George, who 
took the crown and became King 
George VI, masterminded a cover- 
up of Edward’s shocking betrayal. 

• Prince Charles - and his wife 
Camilla - knew about Edward’s 
traitorous ways and Charles or- 
dered the evidence destroyed. 

Palace insiders say the 88-year- 
old Queen was in the dark about 
the true depths of her uncle’s 
treachery. She was horrified when 
aides informed her of the charges 
in Morton’s book. 

“What she learned about her 
uncle Edward left her in a fury,” 
an insider tells GLOBE. 

“When she was a young girl, 
Elizabeth was told Palace gossip 
about the Duke being a Nazi 
sympathizer at the height of the 
war was false.

Charles had thorough- 9^^ 
ly researched Edward’s 
links to Hitler and tried 
to pass it off as “ancient 
history,” say friends. 

“He knows even more 
than Morton,” says the 
source. “Years ago, 

Charles pored over other secret 
documents and correspondence 
about Edward’s betrayal. “Then 
he ordered it all to be destroyed.” 

But sources say the Morton 
book may trigger a chain reaction 


that could permanently damage 
the crown. 

“Edward’s whole story of giving 
up the Throne for the love of Wal- 
lis is a romantic sham,” says the 
source. “He deeply resented be- 
ing forced to abdicate. 
He eagerly anticipated 
the moment when 
Hitler would return 
him to England as King 
“ and tried to make it 
happen.” 

Following his 1936 
abdication, Edward be- 
came the Duke of 
Windsor. He was ban- 
ished from Britain and 
given a lavish allow- 
ance to continue his 
debauched lifestyle in 
Elizabeth's dad, France.

whom he called “a very 
great man.” 

Edward was such a Nazi booster, 
the German madman planned to 
make him Britain’s puppet-king 
after the island nation surren- 
dered, says the book.

As for Edward’s wicked wife, 
“some even suspected that Wallis 
was a Nazi spy,” writes the au- 
thor. She was said to have passed 
secrets to Hitler’s henchmen and 
been the lover of Nazi diplomat 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, who 
wooed her by sending 17 carna- 
tions daily. 

Edward and Wallis visited and 
socialized with Hitler and other 
Nazi bigwigs while openly voic- 
ing support for German plans for 
world domination, charges the 
book. 

U.S. ambassadors who met the 
disgraceful couple in Spain and 
Portugal were alarmed at how 
“indiscreet and outspoken against 
the British government” the pair 
were, says the book. 

Edward even supported the 
bombing of Britain - including 
the London Blitz - that killed so 
many, according to German files 
Morton found.

Emwazi, 26, was bom in Kuwait 
and moved to Britain when he was 
age 6. Shockingly, his family 
of eight enjoyed refugee 
status and lived on welfare 
for 20 years, costing taxpay- 
ers a whopping $613,000. 
Nicknamed Little Mo by 
British buddies, Emwazi 
was ridiculed by other 
kids for being skinny - and 
one of Ms teachers reveals 
he had anger management 
issues and saw a therapist.

“I heard Mohammed mutter, 
‘Good. They deserve it,’ ” says the 
classmate. “He really meant it. He 
absolutely hated Jews and blamed 
them for the plight of the Muslims.” 

Incredibly, a former boss in 
Kuwait once lauded the cruel killer 
for being “very good with people.” 

When Jihadi John shot to infamy 
behind his masked face, a former 
friend found the beast’s eyes chill- 
ingly familiar. 

“It sent a shiver down my spine,” 
says the friend. “Mohammed has 
very distinctive, dark eyes that are 
inset deep into his skull. When I 
saw the story saying he was Jihadi 
John, I felt physically sick. I couldn’t 
believe someone I had been so close 
to had turned so evil.” 

Emwazi graduated from the 
University of Westminster with a 
degree in computer programming 
in 2009 but later ran with a gang 
that used Tasers to rob rich people. 
And in 201 1, he stood trial twice for 
trying to sell stolen bikes on eBay. 

In recent years, the bloodthirsty 
brute became radicalized by 
notorious London-based terrorist 
Mohammed Ahmed Mohamed and 
tried to join the al-Qaeda-linked 
group al-Shabaab in Somalia but 
was stopped by British authorities. 
In 2013, he managed to slip away 
to Syria, where he completed his 
transformation from a creepy kid 
into a sadistic killer who’s been 
declared the World’s Most Wanted 
Man.

Meanwhile, an Internet blogger 
suggests, “Find the animal, toy with 
him for a few days or weeks, then 
decapitate him with a dull, rusty 
saw... slowly.”

- just like Osama bin Laden - that 
you can run from American justice, 
but you can’t hide.

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C RUEL parents Randall and 
Mary Vaughn were each 
clobbered with 35-year 
sentences for murdering 
5-year-old Alexa by forcing 
her to gulp down fatal amounts of 
grape soda and water as a punish- 
ment for sipping one of their drinks. 

The judge handed out the sen- 
tences after Randall, 41, and Mary, 
58, pleaded guilty to the little girl’s 
horrific death from fatal brain 
swelling in Surgoinsville, Tenn. 

Attorney Gen. Berkeley Bell 
described the sweet girl’s terrible 
torment as she died from acute 
fluid intoxication - stressing that 
biological father Randall and 
stepmom Mary stood by as Alexa 
wailed in agony and finally passed 
out before taking her to the hospital. 

Water intoxicated 

He says the “child as a form of 
punishment was forced to drink 
grape drinks as well as a great deal 
of water to the point that her body 
became water intoxicated. 

“They also failed to take care of 

the child once 

she was injured,” 
standing by as she 
“started exhibiting 
serious symptoms... 
was screaming out 
in pain, went 
into a paralyzed 
state and became 
unconscious.” 

Finally hours 
later, they took 
her to the hospital. 

But it was too late. 

The huge intake of 
liquid “led to her 
brain swelling and 
all of her systems 
shutting down, and 
to her eventual brain 
death” two days 
later on Jan. 3, 2012. 

Bell says Alexa 
had heartlessly been 
forced to gulp more 
than 68 ounces of 
liquid - including more than four 12- 
ounce grape sodas - in just two hours. 

The pair had inflicted the fatal 
punishment because Alexa had 
dared to sip one of her stepmother’s 
sodas without permission, he says. 

Cops also found the child had 
suffered other abuse at the hands of 
the vicious Vaughns. The autopsy 
revealed Alexa had bruises and 
scratches on her face, neck, body 
and legs from beatings. 

Still it took two years of investi-

gating the girl’s death before the 
cruel couple was brought to justice. 

The pair were finally arrested 
and each charged with first degree 
murder, aggravated child abuse 
and aggravated child neglect. 

They were allowed to each plead 
down to second degree murder and 
aggravated child neglect to spare 
Alexa’s five siblings, ranging in 
age from 7 to 17 years, from being 


dragged through an emotionally 
painful trial. 

The surviving children are now 
in foster care. 

District Attorney Dan Armstrong 
says “I’m very satisfied” with the 
verdict because “it’s effectively a 
life sentence and I’ve spared these 
children because they would have 
been part of our proof.” 

Alexa’s biological mom Katie 


Linboom says waiting for lawmen 
to build a strong case against the 
Vaughns was agonizing. 

“A million times I cried and 
screamed and was angry that some- 
thing hadn’t been done yet,” she says. 

“I wanted them to be held 
responsible for what they had 
done to her. She was only five - 
you know she couldn’t fight back. 

“She didn’t deserve what she got.”

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56 years after fatal airplane tragedy 


NEW FED PROBE INTO 
BUDDY HOllY CRASH! 


Expert insists 
piiot error DIDN’T 
kinrockiegend 

B uddy holly’s tragic 

death in a plane crash 56 
years ago was blamed on 
pilot error - but a federal 
agency is now reopening 
the investigation! 

Along with the 22-year-old rock 
pioneer, the Feb. 3, 1959 wreck 
also killed performers Ritchie 
Valens and the Big Bopper, J.P. 
Richardson. The tragedy was 
immortalized as “the day the 
music died” in Don McLean’s 1971 
megabit single American Pie. 

Initially, the government’s Civil 
Aeronautics Board (CAB) cited 
bad weather and the inexperi- 
ence of 21 -year-old pilot Roger 
Peterson as the causes for the 
Beech Bonanza aircraft’s plunge 
to Earth. 

Now, veteran pilot L.J. Coon 
believes “other issues” were 
involved - and convinced the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board to have another look. 

Coon questions whether faulty 
rudder controls, a weight imbal- 
ance, fuel gauge issues, carbu- 
retor induction icing and other 
possible problems may have been 


factors in the crash. 

He thinks information gleaned 
from a new investigation could 
“save lives” in future flights and 
clear the name of the pilot, who 
also perished. “I believe the NTSB 
will review pilot Peterson’s ac- 
tions.. .and realize heroic efforts 
took place,” declares Coon. 

Holly, Valens, 17, and Richard- 
son, 28, were on tour across the 
Midwest when they decided to fly 
from a show in Clear Lake, Iowa, 
to Fargo, N.D., because their tour 
bus had no heater and was prone 
to breaking down. 

Future country legend Way- 
Ion Jennings, who played bass in 
Holly’s band, famously gave up 
his seat to the flu-stricken Big 
Bopper. La Bamba 
singer Valens 
unluckily won a 
coin toss against 
Holly’s guitar 
player. Tommy 
Allsup, for the last

seat on the doomed flight. 

The CAB re-port notes that 
Peterson was not certified to fly on 
instruments, which 
became necessary 
due to high winds, 
falling snow and 
darkness. 

Investigators blamed 
Peterson for Ms “unwise deci- 
sion” to take off in conditions 
requiring the use of instruments. 
It’s unclear what, if any- 
thing, a new investigation 
might reveal - but it’s not 
the first time the legendary 


crash has been revisited. Rumors 
persisted for years Richardson had 
been found with gunshot wounds 
in his body. At the request of his 
son, the Big Bopper’s remains 
were exhumed in 2007, but there 
was no evidence he’d been shot. 

Meanwhile, Holly’s siblings 
see no reason to open a new 
investigation. 

“I think they ought to just leave 
it alone,” says Buddy’s brother, 
Travis. “I don’t think they need to 
be looking into it again.”

But you don’t have to suffer until 
you can see your dentist. Here are 
some proven home remedies for tooth 
pain: 

• Clove oil: Cloves contain a natural 
anesthetic that eases pain by numbing 
nerves. Put a few drops on a cotton 
ball and apply gently against the 
aching tooth until the pain goes away. 
Don’t pour the oil into the mouth as 
it can make sensitive tissues worse. 
You can also place a whole clove or 
a pinch of the powdered spice on the 
tooth. 

• Saltwater: Dissolve a teaspoon of 
salt in a cup of hot water to make a 
pain-killing mouthwash. Swish it 
around your mouth for 30 seconds 
before spitting it out. Saltwater cleans 
the area around the tooth and extracts 
the fluid that causes swelling. 

• Ice: Place an ice cube in a plastic 
bag and wrap a thin towel around it. 
Apply to the aching tooth for about 15 
minutes to numb the nerves. Frozen 
peas also work well. 

• Gum: If you’ve broken a tooth 
or lost a filling, cover the area with

softened chewing gum. Chew on the 
other side of your mouth to avoid 
further discomfort. 

• Apply pressure: Acupressure 
can work wonders to deaden tooth 
pain. Press the spot down on the 
muscle beneath the webbed skin 
between your index finger and your 
thumb. The pain should subside in 
minutes. 

• Vanilla extract: Like all alcohol- 
based remedies, this extract helps 
numb tooth pain. A shot of whiskey 
works well, too. 

• Ibuprofen: Often toothaches are 
caused by swollen sinuses, so taking 
an anti-inflammatory drug may ease 
the pain, says Dr. Levine. 

“These remedies are all OK for 
short-term relief,” he adds. “But you 
need to see a professional as soon 
as you can, especially if you have 
unusual swelling or continued pain. 
You should also see your dentist reg- 
ularly and get professional cleanings 
to prevent emergency situations.”

+A NEW drug has been added to the 
arsenal of treatments to fight multiple 
sclerosis relapses by the Food and Drug 
Administration. Already being used in 
Europe, Canada and Australia, the medi- 
cation Lemtrada "should generally be 
reserved for patients who've had an inade- 
guate response to two or more drugs," says 
the manufacturer Genzyme. MS can cause 
pain, numbness, slurred speech, impaired 
vision, muscle weakness and neurological 
problems in 2.4 million victims around the 
world, including 400,000 Americans. 


+A CLEVER paperclip-like stent called 
the Coupler can significantly lower blood 
pressure, researchers say. Installed in 
the groin area with a laparoscope under 
local anesthesia, the device allows 
blood flow between a high-pressure 
artery and a low-pressure vein. The 
stent works well in people whose risky 
high blood pressure is drug resistant 
and leads to fewer complications and 
hospitalizations. About 29 percent of 
patients suffer the main side effect, 
easily resolved swelling in the leg. 


+RUNNING more than 15 miles a week 
slashes the risk of dying from dreaded 
Alzheimer's disease, according to new 
research. In a 12-year study. Dr. Paul 
Williams of California's Lawrence Berkeley 
Laboratory followed more the 153,000 
runners and found those who jog 15.3 
miles a week lowered their chances 
of getting Alzheimer's by 40 percent. 
Running 7.7 to 15.3 miles shrank the 
odds by 25 percent. Explains Williams, 
"exercise prevents brain shrinkage that 
occurs with age."

A PRESTIGIOUS stage actor, Christopher Plummer 
hated his role as Captain von Trapp, the dad of seven 
kids, in the corny, sugary Hollywood production. 

Today, the 85-year-old actor tells his character's 
story this way: "I used to be an angry, heavy- 
drinking young man, then a nun came, hit me over 
the head with a Hallmark card and everything 
changed." 

But the movie made Plummer a star and 
"filled the seats when I did theater work after- 
ward," he grudgingly admits. 

Since making "Music," he's appeared in scores 
of films and TV movies including Inside Daisy Clover, 
The Night of the Generals, The Man Who Would Be 
King, Somewhere in Time and National Treasure. 

He was nominated for a Best Supporting Actor 
Oscar for his role in 2009's The 
Last Station, but lost. The following 
year, he won the Oscar for his role 
as a senior citizen who comes out 
as gay in the movie Beginners. 

He's also got parts in four new 
movies that are either completed 
or in post-production, including 
Danny Collins, Remember, and 
Reds and Grays in which he voices 
King Gray. 

Married three times, Plummer is 
father of actress Amanda, now 58, 
his daughter with Tammy Grimes, 
whom he divorced in 1960. He wed 
current wife Elaine Taylor in 1970.

CHARMIAN CARR beat out actresses Patty Duke, Sharon Tate and 
Mia Farrow to play "16 going on 17" LiesI von Trapp.

Now age 72, she reveals she "saw a therapist for many years" 
and took anti-depressants as a result of the role. "I was caught 
between being a child and an adult," she says. "The film never 
stopped for me - to the point where I didn't know 
if I was Charmian or LiesI." Even writing books 
Forever LiesI and Letters to LiesI couldn't help 
her escape the dark depression. 

Her medications made her shake so much 
"people thought I had Parkinson's disease," 
she says.

Michael Jackson’s brave daughter 
battles back from suicide ordeal 


D evastated by family prob- 
lems and the loss of her super- 
star father, Michael Jackson’s 
daughter Paris has bounced 
back from her suicide ordeal - and is 
looking spectacular! 

During a recent outing in L.A., 
Paris, sporting a whimsical Woodstock 
T-shirt, signaled her dark days are over 
by debuting a much lighter hair color and 
a temporary tattoo featuring two cher- 
ries hung dangling over a star on the 
back of her right hand. 

“She looks so much bet- 
ter,” reveals an eyewitness, 
who said the upbeat teen 
seemed not to have a care in 
the world as she ran errands 
and grabbed a takeout lunch. 

“Hopefully she’s out of that 
dark place in her life.” 

Sources note the joyful 
image of Paris - who turns 
17 next month - is a far cry 
from her bleak recent past. 

She was crushed by her 50-year-old 
father’s shocking June 25, 2009, death 
from a lethal drug overdose - a tragedy 
that nearly put Paris in an early grave, 
too. 

In the early hours of June 5, 2013, her 
feelings of loneliness and hopelessness 
imploded. After slashing her wrists 
with a meat cleaver and swallowing 20 
Motrin pills, she dialed a suicide hot- 
line, which called 911. 


Paris was rushed to the hospital and 
placed on a 72-hour psychiatric hold, 
eventually landing in a therapeutic 
boarding school in Utah. 

Insiders reveal the heart-rending 
drama was “a cry for help.” 

“Paris never recovered from the death 
of her father,” says a source. “She re- 
members him gaunt, drugged, dying 
- and the vision will haunt her forever. 

“She was wracked with guilt that she 
couldn’t save her dad.” 

Her torment was wors- 
ened by bickering between 
Jackson family members at 
their Calabasas, Calif., com- 
pound. That was followed by 
a bitter legal battle between 
her 84-year-old grandma, 
Katherine Jackson, and her 
dad’s second wife, Debbie 
Rowe, 56. 

The biological mother 
of both Paris and her older 
brother. Prince, 18, Rowe was seeking 
custody of the kids but failed. However, 
Paris did build a relationship with 
Rowe, who is not related to the girl’s 
kid brother. Blanket, 13. 

Now, eyewitnesses say the therapy 
Paris received at the school specializing 
in treating grief and depression appears 
to have worked. Says one onlooker, “It’s 
good to see Paris looking so healthy and 
beautiful.” - BOB BURNS

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D iane sawyer has stirred up a 
hornets’ nest by turning a cruel 
killer on Florida’s Death Row into 
a poster girl for justice gone wrong. 

On a segment of the ABC news 
magazine 20/20, Sawyer portrayed 
30-year-old Emilia Carr, who slowly suffocated 
a mother of three and buried her in a shallow 
grave, as a victim much like the woman she 
killed in cold blood! 

Sawyer’s report drew a quick and angry 
response from murder victim Heather 
Strong’s 53-year-old mother Carolyn, who 
fumes Carr “doesn’t deserve to be a celebrity 
- she’s a killer.” 

In February 2009, Strong’s 
26-year-old daughter was 
lured to a ramshackle mobile 
home in Marion County, Fla., 
with the promise of money 
from estranged husband 
Josh Fulgham, 33, who was 
Carr’s lover. 

After she arrived. Heather 
was tied to a chair with duct 
tape and forced to sign a 
document giving Fulgham 
custody of their children. Then Carr, who 
was pregnant with Fulgham’s baby, slipped 
a garbage bag over Heather’s head and 
attempted to break the woman’s neck. That

failed, but the innocent waitress 
eventually suffocated. 

Heather’s body was dumped 
in a shallow grave on property 
Carr shared with her mother and 
two sisters. The corpse was found a month 
later. 

Now Carr, who at 30 is one of the youngest 
women on Death Row in America, is pro- 
claiming she was railroaded.

On her ABC report Hidden America: 
A New Nation of Women Behind Bars, 
69-year-old Sawyer interviewed Carr at the 
Lowell Correctional Institution in Ocala. 
Carr declared her innocence. She was painted 
as a victim since she got a death sentence 
and Fulgham was put away for life - with 
the possibility of parole. 

The firestorm of outrage exploded as soon 
as Sawyer’s report aired. One Internet blog- 
ger wrote, “Shame on Diane Sawyer” while 
another Internet post called the episode 
“Just SICK!” 

Now, the victim’s mom just wants to 
witness Carr’s execution. 

“I can’t help that Emilia is only 30 - my 
daughter will never be 30,” she says. “Just 
like she saw my daughter take her last 
breath, I want to see her take hers.”

Their sizzling romance was 
destined to crash and burn - but 
not because Holden was already 
hitched! 

In fact, the serial cheater was in 
the habit of bringing his mistresses 
home to meet his wife Ardis, a 
stunning actress whose screen 
name was Brenda Marshall. As 
the mother of Holden’s three 
children, Ardis typically looked 
the other way, confident that her 
straying husband would always 
come back to her. 

‘Wife’s worst nightmare’ 

But Audrey had a different ef- 
fect. The cultured young beauty 
had captivated Holden and was a 
“wife’s worst nightmare,” accord- 
ing to author Edward Epstein, who 
rips the lid off the scandalous affair 
in his new book Audrey and Bill. 

“Ardis’ heart must have frozen 
at the sight of her,” continues 
Epstein. “Here was this radiant 
creature, 15 years younger than 
she, who wasn’t merely beautiful 
but had unique qualities of class 
and an almost spiritual grace. 

“The others Bill had brought 
home were beautiful, but not like 
this.” 

As soon as Audrey left, Ardis 
went in “attack mode” and for- 
bade Holden from ever seeing her 
again. But he was totally smitten 
with the young Oscar winner and 
ignored his wife’s ultimatum for 
what he would later call “the love 
of my life.” 

Incredibly, they managed to keep 
their steamy affair under the radar, 
even after a Sabrina crew member 
accidentally caught them romping 
in Holden’s dressing room. 

But the romance ended just 
weeks after Audrey’s trip to meet 
Ardis. The Brussels-born beauty 
had always dreamed of having 
several babies and retiring from 
acting to raise them. Little did she 
realize that Holden had already 
undergone a vasectomy. 

“Once while chatting brightly 
about the names of their future 
children, suddenly an embar- 
rassed smile, tinged with fear, 
crept into Bill’s face,” writes Ep- 
stein. “He told her that the only 
thing they could not have together 
was children.” 


The revelation stunned Audrey.

night. “His bloodshot eyes under- 
scored his angst. He was clearly a 
man carrying a torch.” 

The former lovebirds did reunite 
for the 1964 film Paris When It 
Sizzles, but by then the spark was 
long gone and the movie flopped. 


Critics called it, “Paris When It 
Fizzles.” 

Audrey had a son with Ferrer 
and another boy with her second 
husband, psychiatrist Andrea 
Dotti before dying of colon cancer 
in 1993. 

Holden went downhill due to 
booze problems. He killed the 
driver of another car in an Italian 
DUI crash, finally divorced Ardis 
in 1971 and bled to death after an 
inebriated fall at home in 1981.

The actor, 84 on March 22, has 
packed almost 300 pounds on his 
5-foot-8 frame and Mends fear he’s 
heading off to the final frontier - 
using a knife and fork to dig his 
own grave at warp speed. 

“My professional opinion is he 
has to diet or he is going to die,” 
says Orlando-based Dr. 

Gabe Mirkin, author 
of The Healthy Heart 
Miracle, who has not 
treated the superstar. 

“I’d say it is almost 
certain Shatner has 
diabetes, which puts 
him at risk of having a 
heart attack. His belly 
fat could be a symptom of potentially 
fatal fatty liver disease which leads 
to diabetes. 

“Diabetes is the most common 
cause of heart attacks and is not 
cured by medication. It’s cured by 
changing his lifestyle.” 

Deadly diseases 

Obesity boosts “your risk of 
cardiovascular disease - heart 
attacks, strokes and high blood 
pressure,” adds New York weight 
loss specialist Dr. Craig Title. “It 
also puts you at risk for diabetes, 
certain cancers, arthritis and sleep 
apnea. Achieving and maintaining 
a healthier weight range reverses 
his risk of these deadly diseases.” 

Returning to L.A. March 1 after 
attending a charity event in Palm 
Beach, Fla. - and missing the 
funeral of his Star Trek co-star 
Leonard Nimoy - Shatner shocked 
onlookers. His face was bloated, 
his neck appeared to have disap- 
peared in rolls of fat and his huge 


Nimoy's widow Susan 
was comforted at Spock's 
funeral, which his buddy 
Capt. Kirk missed 


belly protruded under 
his red sports shirt. 

“He looked nothing 
like the Captain Kirk we 
all remember,” says an onlooker. 
“He looked obese and unhealthy.” 

Now, Shatner’s loved ones hope 
83-year-old Nimoy’s Feb. 27 death 
from chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease will have a “silver lining” by 
making the Hollywood heavyweight 
realize he too might not have long 
to live if he doesn’t address his girth, 
a Mend tells GLOBE. 

TV’s most iconic spaceman has 
battled his weight for as long as 
he has fought Klingons, say pals. 
He once weighed in at 170 pounds, 
but started expanding at the end 
of Star Trek’s three-season run 
in 1969. He was tipping the scales 
at 200 for the string of Star Trek 
movies, made between 1984 and 
1994. While Nimoy, who played 
Kirk’s alien friend Mr. Spock, 
looked gaunt in his costume, Shat- 
ner’s movie uniform transformed 
from tight to a loose tunic to hide 
his bulk. 

Shatner’s weight was up to 
about 230 for Ms Emmy-winmng 


Mstory. Shatner had dangerous 
heart complications wMle under- 
going Mp replacement surgery in 
2008 and had to curtail Ms activities 
last year after breaking Ms leg in a 
nasty fall from a horse. 

Although he came under fire 
for not attending Spock’s funeral, 
Shatner’s really shaken up by 
Nimoy’s death, say pals. “Bill has 
seen so many of his Mends pass 
away, but Leonard’s death really Mt
